‘The North and 4 fountain Roads out 
of Erving to Northticid are in a de- 
plorable condition) Everyone who has 
traveled over them knows it too well. 
Those who resid@ on the two roads 
and those who ha¥e to use them daily 
are in no happy frame of mind over 
conditions and give vent to their feel- 
ings in no uncertain words. They are 
complaining that the conditions are 
such that aceidents may occur and 
that the town oould be held liable. 

One reason advanced for failure to 
repair the thoroughfares is that the 
prevailing rate of highway employe 
pay as fixed by tie town is 60 cents 
an hour. At that Pate of pay in this 
inflated period, there is no help avail- 


j able. But it also appears that by ne- 


cessity the seleetinen have had to 
raise the ante to.80 cents an hour and 
at that rate the hiring situation is im- 
proved. Unfortunately the town does 
not have enough mileage in roads to 
come under. Chapter 81 and what work 
is done has to be accomplished with 
town or Chapter, 90 funds. At any 
event the two mountain roads are 
going to pot and-most everyone in 
Erving proper thinks that something 
should be done about it.

X-Rays For All 


“In line with its policy of offering 
free mass X-rays to residents of 
Franklin County,” Dr. Merritt B. Low 
stated today, “the Franklin County 
Health Association will this fall give 
an opportunity for further chest 
X-rays to*new groups.” This repre- 
senta an expansion of its work already 
begun in industrial plants and looks 
forward to the day when the whole 
community may have regular check- 
aps. Christmas Seal funds and help 
from the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health and the Greenfield 
Visiting Nurse Association make the 
work possible. 

Because of limited facilities the 
work this season will be limited to 
food handlers, hotel and restaurant 
employees, anyone whose health is a 
matter of general concern, because 
they prepare food or care for children 
in priyate home and to the faculties 
and personnel of the county’s private 
schools (the public schools are at 
present taken care of). 

Reports of negative X-rays will be 
sent to individuals; those showing any 
disease condition will be reported to 
the person’s private physician as has 
been done in our factories. 

X-rays will be taken at the Green- 
field Fire Station on October 27, 28 
and 29 and November 8 and 4. 

For appointments call Greenfield 
3113 between 9 A. M. and 5 P. M., or 
write to the Franklin County Public 
Health Association, 236 Main Street, 
Greenfield. The X-rays this year will 
have to be limited to the first 500 ap- 
plicants.
